Sir: 


Referring to voucher #437 of your Ordinary Expense Account for the month of October 
1883, being half of the salary due John L. Le’Conte as Book Keeper of your Mint for the months 
of July, August and September, I would say that I do not know of any authority of law for 
making deductions from the pay of an office whose salary is fixed by act of Congress. If Dr. 
Le’Conte was sick during the period named and unable to attend to his official duties he was 
legally entitled to his full pay. I shall not raise any question on this payment but I think his 
window or executors are justly entitled to the balance due him for the months named.
